CONFRONTED Y GRAVE PRODLEM.

AL thia state of afalrs my adminlsiration
found Itself confronted with the grave probe

lem of its duty. My messige of last De-
cembes reviewed the sltuation and detalied
the steps taken with a visw of relleving
& acuteness and opening the way Lo pome
form of honorable settloment, The aesas-
sination of the prime minister. Canovas, led
1o a change of government in Spain. The
former administration, pledged to subjugn-
tlon without concession, gave place to that
of a more lberal party, committed long in
alvance to a polliey of reform, Involving the
wiler prinelple of home rule for Cuba and
Porto Hico.

reeat body of sufferers, A suggestion to this
end was acquleaced In by the Spanish au-
oritles. On the 24th of Oocembor last 1
cansed to be isaued an appeal to the Ameri-
can people, laviting contributlona in moaoy
or In kind for itie succor of the atarving
sufferers in Cuba, following this on ihe
Sth of Januacy by a simllar publie announce-
ment of the formation of a ecentral Cuban
relied oommitteo, with headquartess fu Now
York City, composed of three members repre-
senting the Amerlcan Natlonal Red Cross
and the religious and business elements of
tho community. The efforts of that com-
mittee have been untirlng and accomplished
much. Amangements for froe transporiation
to Cuba have greatly aided thoe charitable
wark. ‘The president of the American Red
Cross and the represeatatives of otfisr eon-
tributory organizatlons have genecausly
visited Cuba and co-operated with the consul
geoeral and the local autherities to make
offective distribution af the rellef collactod
through the efforts of the ventral gommittee.
Nearly $200,000 in money and eupplles has
already reacned the sufferers and more |s
fortheoming. The supplies are admitted duty
free and transpeetation to the Interlor hag
been arraaged, so that the rellef. at first
necessarily confined to Havana and (he larger
clting, I8 now extended throuzh most, If eot
all, of the towns whers sufforing exists.
Thousands of lives have already been saved,
The necesalty for a change In the conditlon
aof the roconcentrados s recognized by tho
Spanifi government. Within a few days
past the orders of General Weyler have heen
revoked, the reconcentrados are, it js said, to
be perenitted to return to ‘thelr homes and
alded to resume the self-supporting pursnits
of peace; public warke have been ordered to
give them employment and a sum of $600,000
Bas been approprinted for their vellef.

MEANS EXTERMINATION.

The war in Cuba Is of such a nature that
short of subjugallon or extermination a final
military victory for either sido seems im-
practable. The aMlernative lles |In the
physleal exhaustion of the one or the other
party, or perhaps of both—n condition which
In effect ended the tea years® war by the
truco of Zanjon. The prospeer of such a
proiraction and concluslon of the present
stife I8 a contingency herdly to be con-
templated with equanimity by the elvilized
wrold, and least of all by the Unitod Stares,
affected and injured as we are, deeply and
intimately by ita very existi:ce,

Reallzsing thls, it appears to be my duty,
In a spielt of true friendliness, not less 1o
Spain than to the Cubaps who have o muech
to losa by the prolongation of the struggle,
to seek to bring about an Immediate termina-
tlon: of the war. To thls end, | submitted,
ot the 27th ultimo, as a rosult of much rop-
rementation and correspondence, through the
United States minister at Madeld, proposi-
tions to the Spanish Bovernment locking to
an armistice until October 1, for the negotla
tion of peace with the good offices of the
president. In additlon I asked the Immedlate
Fevocation of the order of Teconcentration,
K0 a5 to permit the people to return to their
farms aud the neady to be relleved with
Provislons and supplies from the Unitea
States,  co-operating  with (he Spanish
Authoritles, so as to afford full relief.

The reply of the Spanish cabinet was re-
celved on the night of the 31st uitima, It
offers, as the means to brizg about peace in
Cuba, to confide the preparation therect to
the Insular department, inzsmucy as the con-
currence of that body would be necessary to
roach a final result, It belng, however, ‘un-
derstood that the powers veserved "by the
constitution to the central government are
Bot lessened or diminlshed, Ag the Cuban
Parllament does not meet unii] the 4th of
May next, the Spaniah government would not
object, for Its part, to /ccept at once a sus-

fon of homiilitles, if asked for hy the
usurgents from the genemal-in-chief, to
whom it wouly pertaln, Iy such ceee, to de-
termine the duration and conditions of the
lr‘g:hhﬂicu. " .

NO ANNEXATION OF CUBA.

I speak not of forcible annexation, for that
cannot be thought of. That, by our cole
of mora'ity, would be eriminal aggression.
Thereupon, [ reviewsd these alternatives, In
the light of President Grant's measured
words, uttered In 1876, when after seven
years of sanguinary, destructive and cruel
barbarities In Cuba he reached the conclu-
elon that the recognition of the Independ-
once of Cuba was Impracticable and Inde-
fenoible, and that the recognition of bel-
ligeretice was not warranted by the facte,
according to the tests of publle law. [ com-
mented especlally upon the latter aspect
of the question, pointing out the Inconveni-
ences and positive dangers of a recogni-
tion, which, while adding to the already on-
erous biidens of neutrality within our own
Jurlliction, could not in any way extend our
inffuence of effective offices In the territory
of hostilitles. Nothing has slnce oceurred to
change my view In this regard, and 1 ree-
ogtiize as fully now as then that the Issuance
of a proclamation of neutrality, by which
process the so-<called recognition of belliger-
ence I8 published, could of Itself, and unat-
ténded by other action, nccomplish nothing
toward the one end for which we labor, the
Instant pacification of Cuba and the cemsa-
tion of hostillties.

RECOGNITION OF INDEPENDENCE,

They aze well summed up In Presldent Jack-
SON'e meAtage to congress, December 3,
1526, on the subjeet of the recoghition of the
Independence of Texas., MHe sald:

“In_ ail the contentlone that have frigen
out of the revolutions of France, out of the
dlsputes relating to the erows of Poctugal

and  Spain, out of the separation of the
American  posseesions  of  both from the
European governmeats, and out of the

numerots end constautly oceurclng strugelos
for domlvation In Spaclsh America, so w sy
tonsisteat with our just principles has bLoon
the actlon of our government that we have

{ undee the most erltical circumstances avolded

all coeasure and encountered no other evil

ment of goold will In these against whom we
Iliflw- heen by force of évilliace compelled to
tdepide,””

It hea thus boen made knowd (o the
worll that the uniform policy and practice
of the Unlted States Is to avold all inler-
ference it disputes of other natlons, nad
ovenitually to recognize the authority of the
peevalling pasty without reference to our
partlcular iInterests and views or to the
merits of the orlginal eontroversy. But on
this, a8 on every other op mslon, eafety Is o
be found in a rigid adherence to principle.

“In the contest botween Spaln amd the
revilted colonies wo stood aloof amd walted
ot anly untll the abllity of the new sintes
[0 protect themselves was fully establlahed
but until the danger of ihelr being agaln
subjugated had entircly pagzed away. Thea,
and noet until then, were they tecogmileed,
Such was our course in resard to Mexleo
Itself,

“It I true that with regard to Toexas the
clvil authority of Mexioo has been expelled,
lts invading arjny defeated. the chief of the
republie hlmsolf captured, and all present
POWeR to eontrol the newly orgarized Bov-
emment of today aanihilated within Its con-
fines, but on the other hand ihicre is in
appearance, at least, an Immense dlemparity
af physical force on the side of Texas, The
Mexiean republe, under another exceutive,
Is rallylng Ite forece under a wow legder
and mooacing a fresh Invaszion to recover
Its lost demain,

"Upon the iesue of this threatened fn-
veslon the Independence of Texas may be
ccnsldered . as  suopended, apd were there
notigha peoullar In the situatien of the
United States and Texns, our seknowleodge-
moent of & Independence at such a orials
shoull ecarcely be regarded as consistent
with that prudent reserve with which we
have hitherto held ourselves bound to treat
all simbar guestiono'

"MUST BE ABLE TO STAND ALONE,

Thereupon Andrew Jackson proceeded to
conslder the risk that there might be im-
puted to the United States' motives of selfish
interests In view of the formnef clalm on our
part to the territory of Texas and of the
avowed purpose of the Texats It seeking
reosgnitlon of independence as an incilent
to the Incorporation of Texas In the unloa;
contluding thus.

“Prudence, thorefore, seems to dictate that
we should still stand alcof and malntaln our
present atiitude, If not until Mexico [tself,
or one of the great foreigan powers shall
reosgnize the Independesce of the new gov-
ernment, at least untll the lapse of time
or the course of eventa =hall have proved
beyond cavil or dispute the ability of the
people of that country to maintaln their
scparato soverelgnty and to uphold the gov-
ernment constituted by them, Nelther of
the contending partles can justly eomplain of
this caurse. By pursuing It, we are hut
carrylng out the long established polley «f
our government, a policy which has secursd
to us respect and influence abroad and in-
opired confidence at home. These are the
waorida of the resolute and patrlotle Jaeckson.
They aro evidence that the United States, in
addition to the test imposed by public _l..w
as the eondition of the recognition of inde-
pendenes by a neutral state (towit, that ;dba
revolted state shall “constitute In fact a body
politio having a government In substince as
well ag name, possceeed of the elements :If
atahitity and forming de facto, if left to u.%.‘r.

The congrees to whom
Prepident Jackson referred tht-“ questlon as
“*one probably leading to war’ and there-
fore @ proper subject for a “previous’ un-
derstaniiog with that body, by whom war
alone can be declared, and by whom all the
provielons for sustaining its perils must be
forplshed,” left the matter of the recognl-
tlon of Texas to the executlve providing
merely for sendiog a diplomatio agent, when
the president should be satisfivd that the
republie of Texas had become “an indepond-
e ate.™
“ltf.mwau 8o recognized by President Van
Puren, who commissioned a charge de af-
faires March 17, 1837, after Mexico had aban-
doned an attempt to reconquer the Texan

STATUS OF THE CUBANS.

I sald in my message of Decémber last:
“It I» to be seriously consldered whether
the Cuban inaurrection possesses beyond dls-
pute the attributes of statehood, which
slone can demand the recoguition of belliger-
ency In lta favor.”

The same requiremsnt must certaloly be
no lesa gerlously considered whea the graver
Issue of recognizing ndependence s In quea-
tion, for n3 less positive test cem be ap-
plled to the greater aoct than to the leaser,
wliile on the other hand the Influences and
consequences of the strugzle upon the In-
ternal policy of a recognizing state, which
form important factors wiien the recogamition
of belligerency la comcerned, are socondary
it not rightly lliminable factorsa when the
real question 18 whether the community
clalming recognition is or I8 oot Independent
beyond peradventure,

Nor freem the stendpolnt of expedience do
1 ibink it would be wise or prudent for thla
gowvetnment to recognize at the present time
the Independence of the so-called Cuban re-
public. = Such recognition ls not pecessary in
order to enable the United States (o Inter-
vone and pacify the island. To commlit this
country to the recognition of any particular
government in Cuba might subject us to
embarassing conditions of international ob-
ligatlon toward - the organization so recog-
nized. In case of Intervention our conduct
would be subjeoted o the approval or dls-
approval of such governmoent and we would
be required to submit to Its direction and
assume 1o It the mere relation of a friendly
ally. Whea It aball appear hercafter that
there s within the island a government
capable of performing the dutles and dis-
chargiog the fumetions of a separate natlon,
and having as a matter of fact the proper
forme and attributes of natlonality, such gov-
eroement can be promptly end readlly recog-

promise between the contestants, or as an
active ally of the one party or the other.
As to the first, it is not to be forgotten
that during the last few months the rela-
tion of the United States has virtually been
one of friendly Intervention In many ways,
not so conclusive, but all tending to the ex-
ertion of a potentlal Influence towrad an ul-

timate pacific result, just and honorable to |

all Interests concerned. The splrit of all
our acts hitherto has been an earnest, un-
selfish desire for peace and presperity in
Cuba, untarnished by differences between us
and Spain, and unstained by the blood of
American eltizens,

The foreible Interventian of the United
States as a neutral to stop the war. accord-
Ing to the dictates of humanity and follow-
Ing many historical precedents where nelgh-
boring atates have interfered to check the
hopeless sacrifice of life by Internecine con-
flicts Leyond their borders, s justifinble on
national grounds. It involves, however, hos.
tile constraint upon both the parties to the
conlest, as weil to enforce a truce as to
gulde the eventual settlement.

The grounds for such interveation may be
briefly summarized as followa:

1. In the cause of humanity and to put an
end to the barbarlties, bloodshed, starvation
and horrible ciiserles now existing there, and
wiich the partles to the confilet are either
unable or unwilling to stop or mitlgnte. It
5 no answer to say this is all in another
country, belonging to another nation and Is
therefore none of our business, 1t s speclally
our duty for It is right at our door,

DUTY TO OITIZENS.

2. We owe it to our clitizens in Cuba to
afford them that protection and Indemnity
for life and property which no Egovernmen?i
there can or will afford, and to that end to
terminate the conditions which deprive them
of legal protection.

3. The right to latervene may be justified
by the very serions injury to the commerce,
trade and business of our people and by the
Wanton destruction of property and devasta-
tion of the island.

4oAnd which Is of the utmost lmportaace
The present ccaditlon of affalrs in Cuba is
R constant men=ce to our peace, and enialls
upoiy thls governmont an eacemous expeise,
With such a conflic waged for yedrs in an
lsleard 8o near us and withh which out pr
have euch trade and business rolatlons—
wihen the Hves and liberty of our oltizong
are In vonstant danger and their yperty
dextroyed and themaelves rulned —where otr
trading vessels are lable to selzire and ar
seleed al our viry door by war ships of a
forelgn mation, the expeditions of fil} WEter-
ing that we are powerless to prevent alto-
gother and the Ireitating questions and en-
tanglements thus arising—all these and
others that T meed not menticn with the re-
sulling strained relations are a constant
menace to our peacei and compsl us (o Kee I
on a semi-war footing with a nation wlin
which we are at peace.

TAKES UP MAINE AFFAIR.

These elemeats of danger and disorder ai-
ready polnted out bave besn sirikingly llus-
trated by a tagle event which has deeply
and Justly moved the Amerloan people. 1
hitve already transmitted to congrias the
report of the naval court of inquicy on the
destruction of the battleship Malde in the
harbor of Havana during the night of the
15t of Febiruary. The deatruction of that
tioble vessel has fillsd the naticaal heact
Wity Incxpreesible sorrow. Two hundred and
fifty-olzht brave sallocs and warknes and twu
offficers of our navy, reposing in the fancied
security of a friendly harbor, have been
hurled to deash—grier ani wan? brought to
thelr homes and sarvow to e naticn.

The naval court of Inqulry, which, It ls
neslless to say, commands the ungualified
confidence of the government, was unan!mous
In I:s conclusion that the destruction of the
Malne was caused by an exterior explosion,
that of a submarine mine, It aia not as-
sume to place the responsibility. That re-
mains to be fixed,

In any event, the destruotion of the Mainp,
by whatever exterior force, Is m patent and
tmpressive proof of a state of things in Cuba
that is Intolerable, That condition Is thu=s
shown to be such that the Spanish govern-
ment cannot assura safety and security to a
vessel of the American navy in the harhar
of Havann on a mission of peace and right-
fully there,

Furthes referrlug 'n this connection to re-
cent diplomatle corredpendence, a dliapateh
frem our minlster to Spain of the 26t
Uito. contained the statement that the Span.
ish minister for forelgn affairs essured him
positively that Spa'm will do all that the
highest honor and justice cequires in the
matter of the Maine., The reply above re-
ferred to of the 3lst ulio, alsp contalned
an expression of the readiness of Spain to
submlit to an arbitration all the differences
which can arlse In this matter, which |
subsequeantly explained by the note of the
Spanlsh minlster at Washington of the 10:th
Inst,, as followa:

Each
party seems quite capable of worklng great
Injury and damage to the other, as well as
to all the relations and interests depend-
ent upon the exlstence of peace in the island,
but they seem Incapable of reaching any ad-
justment, and both have thus far falled of
achieving any euccess whereby one party
shall possese and control the lsland to the
exclusion of the other. Under the ecihoum-
stances the agency of others, either by me-
diation or by interventlon, seeins to be the
only alternative which must sooner or later
be Invoked for the termination of the
strife.”

asplrations as a Christian, peace-loving peo-
ple will be realized. It it fails It will be
only another justifeatlony for our centems
plated action.

Againgt these a strong re-
menstrance was at once sent In, so the en-
tire old corps s still in place,

The newly appolnted provineial governor,
Chavez, has been here for several days, but
us yet has not taken cherge,

Apparently much of this communication
had been eliminated before it was seat to con-
mress. Mr, Hyatt closes it with a statement
tat pumerous dead bodles at the cemetery
are carried aver 'om day te day, because
the authoeities are unable to bury them with
thelr present corps.

On January 12 Mr. Hyatt enclosed a trana-
lation of an order issued by General Gomesz
forbidding the grinding of the sugar crop
for the years 1807 and 1898, He adda that in
that part of Cuba all idea of making a sugac
crap is abaadoned, and he »ays that the stop-
page of Industrica will not halt with this,
but that coffee and other agricultural cropa
fall under the same bag.

Mr, Hyatt also says e had hope that afier
the revosaticn of the reconcentration order
that no diMeulty would be found in reinstat-
Ing Amecican Industries, but that it apnears
“that all' of the benefits that should have
accrued to our citlzent'are thwarted by the
actlon of the Insurgodid who refuse to allow
them to return to theft sugar, coffee and

GET3S HIZ PIRST RELIBF.

On February 18 Mr, Hyatt reportz the first
jarrival of wrelief from the United States,
i which came in the shape of medicines, The

people seemed espocially pleased to receive
11._n|-} ine, and he says to nearly every family
|:I‘.‘|s medicine was nearly as acceptable as
gold. He save that all closses, ineluding
thie physiclans, the church dignitaries, atd
the wamen of the clty, joine! In lts distri-
butlen among the Indlzent slok.

He says that with the free use of quinine
the Jdeath rate of the city fell 20 per cent
the first weok, and he adds that because of
the good effects of this medleine Ameslean
chemists have peceived a decided boom, and
by all pariies Itg action has been prenounced
miraculous, The doctors found after very
little experience that it only required about
one-fifth ¢f the amount of Amerlean molicine
to break a fever which had been required of
the quinine used befors this was recelved

On February 28 Mr, Hyatt reporied the
particulars of the Mrst four davs' disiribution
of food supplies received from the United
States. The rations were issued In the court
attached to the consulate, the pe nle belng
ailmitted by the police through a carrlage
driveway.

“As 1 write,” he says, “the sireet is
blocked Ly the hungry throng for nearly a
square above and below the entrance. 1 have
requested the police to admit the most deli-
cate and feeble subjectg first, ns muany of
them are unable to stand very long in such
a crowd."

He estimnted at that time that there wore
18,000 people in that clty needing rellef. He
#nys that thirty of the best women of the
city divided the city into fifteen districts,
lssuing ratlon tickets accerding to the num-

ratlony being lasued to each person recelv-
ing a tleket, On the first day rations wore
Issued to 379 perzong, and for the entire four
days under consideration to 3,068, He aleo
gave moderate quantlties of the supplies to
the charitable institullons of the elty and of
the towns near by, 8ix or eight pollcemen
were required to keep the crowis in order.
DESIRE ANNEXATION.

In the Inst communication of the series
from Mr. Hyatt, dated March 24 last, he
says:

Property holders, without distinet
tionulify, with a few exceptlons, strongly
deslre annexation, ‘naving little hope of a
stable government under the contending
forces, and they view with regret the in-
difference,  yen, the repugnance of the
Amerlean prople to such a unlon and hope
#till o combination of clreumstances will
yet bring It about; but sucn n move would
not be popular among the magses,

Referring to the primary election held on
the previous Sunday to elect officers to hald
an election cm the 27th of the same month,
Mr, Hyatt says thit no one seemed to know
anything about It untll it was over and (he
autonomints won the electlon,

“A member of that party,” he says, “toll
me that they met quictly and did thelr vot-
ing. There 15 mo evidence that the pesnlo
In general intend to take any part in the
coming eletelon. Clreulars are now out urg-
ing the people to turn out and sustain the
Rovernment, to the end that peace amd pros-
perity may speedily come.”

Mr. Hyatt also states In this communi
catlon that some of the sugar eslates are now
making sugar on a small  scale, hut (hat
there was no ground for faith o thelr abiity
to go ahead.

Mr. Hyatt make» reference to the military
operations in eastern Cuba in many plices,
but does not attempt to go Into these In
detall. In one portion of his correspondence
he refers to the effort ef Mr. Rignov, an
Amerlean sugar plamter near Manzasaillo, to
prepate for cane grinding during the com-
Ing season.

“A few nlghts sinee’ he says, “the In-
surgents fired seven oinnon shots among his
bulidings, one ball parsing through the raof
of hi= house, Americans were hopeful that
they would be aliowed to make their erop,
but the action of the msurgents toward Me,
Rigney glves the problem a doubtful as-
pect. It may have been a porsonal meitter
against Mr. Rigney."

AT BAGUA LA GRANDE.

John F. Jova, vice consul at Sagua la
Grande, unler date of November 18, 1847,
gives his view of the autonomists’ policy
promised by Spain.
